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New Business, Use Zones Would 


New Limited Business and Mixed Use 
zones proposed by the town planning 
staff would discourage further industrial 
development and provide for more multi 
family housing in tow! 

At Tuesday night’s public 
20 residents turned out i 
tions in the planned zoning changes, 
which are being worked into warrant ar 
ticles for next spring’s Town Meeting. 

The town wants to make portions of 
Andover St. and Lupine Road a Limited 
Business District (LBD), meaning 
smailer establishments with strict front- 
age and screening requirements would 
be permitted, with larger industrial uses 
being strictly prohibited. 

All existing businesses would be 
“grandfathered in,” said Laura Hill of 
the planning staff, but the town would be 
able to control new developments—and 
expansion of existing lots—by subjecting 
the property to a Site Plan Review. 

Russ Moran of the Planning Board 
said having businesses undergo a site re- 
view by the planning staff would ‘force 
them to be good neighbors.” Businesses 
could not locate to the new zoning dis- 
tricts without meeting setback, frontage, 
drainage, and screening requirements, 
Moran explained. 

The proposed Mixed-Use (MU) district 
would encompass the area of North Main 
St. between Shawsheen Plaza and Ste- 
vens St., and along Stevens St. and Rail- 
road Ave. near downtown. The area is 
currently zoned for Industrial-General 
and General Business. 

Hill listed four goals of rezoning, in- 
cluding ‘management of industrial 
growth,’’ which she said includes the site 
plan review process and limitations on 
industrial growth within the LBD and 
MU zones. Improving site design, she 
continued, will allow the town to “‘protect 
adjacent residential property’ by man 
dating better pedestrian and vehicle ac- 
cess, and the creation of buffer zones

Legendre asked the board to prohibit 
that use along Andover St. and Lupine 
Road because “‘we don’t need it.” Hill 
responded “we struggled over that one 
for a while.” 

When asked why she wanted to prohib- 
it these establishments from the area, 
Legendre retorted, ‘“‘we don’t dance.’ 
Having the use permitted, she added 
“gives people too many options—we’d 
like more control over it.”’ 

Bill Peck, 1 Heritage Lane, supported 
LeGendre, saying he was ‘“‘uncomfort- 
able’’ with the planned rezoningfor And- 
over St. “If you permit restaurants along 
these narrow lots, pretty soon that leads 
to someone applying for a liquor license 
After that, you get to the point where you 
have a bar that serves a little food.”’ 

Peck remarked he does not want to al- 
low ‘“‘honky-tonk’’ establishments in the 
area. ‘“That’s not what we want on And- 
over St. and Lupine Road,”’ he said

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Interdisciplinary Use Of The Computer 


(Editor’s Note: Second in a series of articles 
on the computer education plan, written by Ken- 
neth Kwajewski, computer education director. ) 


One of the major themes that runs through the 
computer education plan is that the computer 
should be used as a tool by teachers and stu- 
dents in all disciplines. Part of the plan is to 
develop a computer curriculum that will give 
students an understanding of the computer and 
how the peripheral devices can be used, but the 
major focus is to teach students and teachers 
how to use the computer in conjunction with ap- 
plication software so that its use will be wide- 
spread throughout the curriculum. 

To assist in the accomplishment of that goal, a 
computer applications course was developed at 
the eighth and tenth grades. The course at the 
high school will only be taught for the next two 
years in order to provide students at the ninth 
and tenth grades an opportunity to learn com- 
puter applications. A different course offering 
will be developed for students presently enrolled 
in the eighth-grade program. 

The course at the eighth grade is called appro- 
priately ‘Computer Applications.’’ The course- 
work was developed over the summer by 
Kathryn Aeder and Susan McLellan. The curric- 
ulum guide has a complete list i _ objec- 
tives and activities students will use in a a hall 


contain Apple Ile equipment to |! an int 
grated software package called Appl eworks.’ 
This software package contains a word proc- 
essor, spreadsheet and data base that can be 
integrated together. Students will spend half the 
time learning word processing and the remain- 
der of the program on data base and 
spreadsheet activities. 

The goal of this course is to integrate them 
together and use them throughout their other 
educational courses. Activities have been de- 
signed specifically to draw materials from En- 


glish, social studies and science to show 
students how the software can be used as an 
aide to all classes. Teachers Camille Biafore, 
David Bettencort and Katie Crawford at Doher- 
ty Junior High and Tim Cremins, Thomas Ken- 
ney and Susan McLellan at West Junior High 
gather assignments from other teachers so stu- 
dents can use the computer as an interdiscipli- 
nary tool. Computer instructional aides Nina 
Lasch and Maureen Gertsberger work with indi- 
vidual students and teachers to increase the use 
of the computer labs. 

Work processing activities incude writing let- 
ters, college applications, book reports, term pa- 
pers, newspaper articles and assignments from 
various courses. Data base assignments include 
the development of team rosters, birthday and 
greeting card lists, science data and subscrip- 
tion lists for the yearbook. The spreadsheet can 
be used to calculate sports scores, payroll infor- 
mation and assist with a personal budget. All of 
these activities were developed to show students 
how the computer can be used to solve relevant 
and important problems. It is hoped that even- 
tually all teachers will be able to incorporate 
these applications into their own educational

textbook, ‘“‘Understanding and Using Apple- 
works,”’ is used to provide activities similar to 
the eighth grade, but modified for high school 
needs. Students can use the computer to write 
college applications, letters, complete writing 
assignments, develop budgets and manage im- 
portant information. It is ar elective course 
which will be taught for the next two years.

One.of the sources of substantial financial sup- 
port for dependent care expenses is the federal 
income tax system. Two mechanisms for receiv- 
ing partial reimbursements of dependent care 
costs are dependent care tax credit and salary 
reduction for dependent care under employer 
“cafeteria’’ plans. 

Providing more than two billion dollars an- 
nually to taxpayers is the dependent care tax 
credit, which allows taxpayers who have work- 
related expenses for the care of a child under 15 
or for the care of a spouse or any other depen- 
dent who is physically or mentally incapable of 
self-care for whom an individual can claim ex- 
penses on Federal Income Tax for 2441, “Credit 
for Child and Dependent Care Expenses,”’ to 
subtract a percentage of their care expenses 
from their federal income tax eligibility. This is 
the way it works: the amount of care expenses 
cliamed under the credit may not exceed the 
earned income of the worker or higher spouse, 
whichever is less. The amount claimed may not 
exceed $2,400 for one dependent or $4,800 for two 
dependents. Once the amount of claimed ex- 
penses has been ascertained, the percentage of 
those expenses which may be subtracted from 
tax liability, is determined by a sliding scale 
established by the Economic Recovery Tax Act 
of 1981. The scale begins at 30 percent for tax- 
payers with adjusted gross income (AGI) of 
$10,000 or less and declines by 1 percent for ev- 

ry $2,000 in AGI to 20 percent for taxpayers 
whose AGI is $28,001 or over. The maximum de

Tax Benefits For Dependent Care 


cent of $4,800 in expenses, or $1,440. 

If the caregiver is employed where a ‘‘cafete- 
ria” benefit package is offered, the Dependent 
Care Account Program (DCAP) could be anoth- 
er option to assist with dependent care expenses 
if the employer includes the benefit in their 
package. Employees may reduce their taxable 
salary by converting a portion of their salary to 
nontaxable dependent care benefits. For exam- 
ple, under the cafeteria plan with a DCAP, an 
employee with a $20,000 salary might be able to 
trade $1,000 of salary for dependent care assis- 
tance ‘with the result that the employee would 
then pay federal income tax as if the income 
were $19,000. 

A taxpayer may use one, but not both, of these 
tax treatments. The working caregiver must 
make a comparison of the advantages of these 
two tax treatments to determine which plan 
would be in the best interest of the taxpayer. In 
addition, an employee must select the DCAP 
plan and the amount to be deposited in the ac- 
count at the beginning of a calendar year. IRS 
regulations do not permit an employee to start, 
stop or change the reimbursement arbitrarily 
during the year unless there is a change in fami- 
ly status.

But it wasn’t 
a usual day for Norman, senior custodian at 
West Elementary School. For one thing, his 
regular workclothes had been exchanged for 
a Veterans of Foreign Wars uniform. For 
another thing, he had the attention of the 
entire school. 

Norman, a veteran of World War II and 
the Korean War, made a speech to the 
schoolchildren on the history and meaning 
of Veterans Day. It was a busy week for 
Norman, who delivered a similar speech to 
Bancroft students the next day and marched 
in a holiday parade the day after that. 

Norman doesn’t think kids have a full ap- 
preciation of the sacrifices veterans made. 
“This is one of the reasons I’m very much 
involved with this, so young people can un- 
derstand,’’ said Norman, who’s lectured 
Bancroft students for the past two years 


Viaybe the kids could do a family tree in 


Norman, who lives in Haverhill, joined the 
U.S. Navy out of high school in 1940. When 
war broke out, he was assigned to a carrier 
During the Korean conflict, he flew Navy 
planes. 

‘“‘Arybody that said they weren’t scared, 
they were crazy,”’ he said. ‘‘But you know 
you v2 got a job to do—protect the country. 

“Back then, people were much more pa- 
triotic. I don’t feel Vietnam was really a 
conflict we should have gotten into, but it 
happened,”’ he said.

One thing that gripes Norman is people 
who disregard laws governing patriotic dis- 
plays. ‘‘All the towns put their flags at half- 
staff when someone dies,” he said. ‘‘But it’s 
not legal under public law. (The flag) is a 
national emblem. The only people who have 
the authority to order it flown at half-staff 
are the president and the governor of the 
state.”’ 

The flag is also supposed to be lowered at 
dusk, but a stipulation in the law allows it to 
be left flying if it is well-lit. 

These are the kinds of things Norman 
knows—and knows well. He’s an active 
member of the VF W—a past post and dis- 
trict commander and national aide-de-camp 
and current membership chairman of Dis- 
trict 14. In addition, his speaking en- 
gagements at the elementary schools keep 
him up-to-date in his research. He loves to 
tell people how Veterans Day got its start, to 
mark the end of World War I, Nov. 11, 1918. 

“It wasn’t until 1921 that the first veteran, 
an unknown soldier, was buried in Arlington 
National Cemetery,” he says. And it wasn’t 
for another five years after that that the day 
was given an official name—Armistice Day. 
It was proclaimed a national holiday in 1938 
by Franklin D. Roosevelt.

Today many students and adults are contin- 
ually turning to the use of drugs and alcohol. 
Their reasons for chemical abuse are not re- 
lated to their socioeconomic status as commonly 
believed. Their use, however, is related to their 

» level of personal satisfaction, family environ- 
ment, social influences and peer pressures. 

As a result of this growing problem, Andover 
citizens have joined to form a comprehensive 
program of prevention and intervention known 
as ASK, 

ASK (Assessment, Support and Knowledge) 
teams have been established in many other 
communities. Their main objectives are to de- 
velop a receptive climate for early intervention 
and measures to diminish and prevent chemical 
abuse; to provide support for individuals mak- 
ing responsible choices; and to establish support 
groups in the community. 

At an Andover ASK team meeting Oct. 30, 
members tried to decide how to meet these ob- 
jectives in 1988. 

In past years this 20-plus-member group has 
had only the financial support of two sponsors. 
With this minimal support, the team has been 
unable to develop many programs and activities 
this community needs. 

Chairman Kathy Dziadul was forced to open 
the meeting with the question, “What are we 
(here for)?”’ 

Brenda O’Brian of the Community Service 
Department feels the answer is in the comm 
nity. She discussed the town’s “frantic apathy 
and pointed out that church and town govern- 
ment representatives were missing from the 
meeting. O’Brian said she hopes that at the Nov. 
9 selectmen’s meeting, selectmen ask ‘‘What’s 
going on in our community?”’ 

Andover’s lack of action may be due to the 
community’s voluntary ignorance of the A.S.K. 
team. This indifference can be assumed from 
the turn out of a recent AIDS information semi- 
nar sponsored by S.A.A.D. Only 50 people at- 
tended. O’Brian shared her hopes of a weekly 
activities calendar to be printed in the paper. 

Ruby Easton, head counselor at Andover High 
School, said maybe Andover’s unfamiliarity 
with the team is due to many people’s refusal to 
accept the idea that a loved one might be in- 
volved with drugs. “It’s a hard problem to de- 
fine; we each have different interpretations.”’ 

Senior representative to ASK Laura Corry 
said adults focus the problem of drug buse only 
on children. ‘‘Kids don’t have the only problem; 
adults show irresponsibilities, too,’’ she said. 

Her statement than provoked the question 
from the adult members of ASK, ‘‘Why aren’t 
there more alternatives for the adults?” 

Despite minimal funding, the team discussed 
many of the successful activities offered in the 
“ASK for alternatives’ program this past sea- 
son: Project Charlie, Clyb Soda, Clown Town

and the recent Harbor Cruise for seniors. All 
these programs offered alternatives to the use of 
drugs and alcohol. O’Brian informed the group 
that they may be chosen as a model program for 
other communities across the country because 
of this success. 

The A.S.K. team was then presented w h the 
development of a five-year plan to be submitted 
to the Board of Selectmen. It will include the 
development of more activities, tying in network 
services and the plans for a youth center. 

The meeting closed with comments on bring- 
ing parent/child communication back and drug 
awareness to a head. Easton’s statement 
summed up the challenge facing the A.S.K. 
team in ’88, ‘‘We must make Andover a better 
place to live and invent more things to do. but, 
we can’t do it alone.”

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Raytheon Missile Destroys 
Target In Test Program 


In the initial test of the second phase of the 
U.S. Army’s two-phased Patriot Anti-Tactical 
Missile (ATM) program, the Patriot air-defense 
missile system successfully destroyed a Tacti- 
cal Ballistic Missile (TBM) system target on 
November 4 at White Sands Missile Range, N.M. 

The target used as a tactical missile was a 
Patriot missile fired from further down range. 
Because the target missile’s radar charateris- 
tics are similar to those of TBM’s, this intercept 
further confirmed Patriot’s capability against 
both advanced aircraft and tactical ballistic 
threats. 

This intercept, which involved modifications 
to the intercepting missile’s warhead and fuze, 
was the first flight test of the complete Patriot 
ATM configuration. The modified Patriot mis- 
sile intercepted and destroyed the target at me- 
dium range and altitude, clearly demonstrating 
the Patriot system’s capability to counter a tac- 
tical ballistic missile. 

The Patriot system first demonstrated its in- 
herent ATM capability on September 11, 1986, by 
successfully intercepting a Lance tactical mis 
it WSMI N.M in the first phase of the

capability possible. 

The Patriot program is managed by the U.S. 
Army Patriot project office, Redstone Arsenal, 
Ala. Raytheon Company, Lexington, is the 
prime contractor for the system which is man- 
ufactured primarily at its Andover plant. 

Dennis J. Picard, Raytheon senior vice presi- 
dent and general manager of the Missile Sys- 
tems Division, described the successful test as 
“ta very effective demonstration of the inherent, 
multi-purpose capability of the Patriot system 
to effectively counter the tactical ballistic mis- 
siles arrayed against NATO’s forces in Europe, 
while retaining its already-proven high perfor- 
mance against advanced aircraft and other air- 
breathing threats.” 

Colonel (P) Larry Capps, HIMAD (High to 
Medium Air Defense) program executive officer 
for the U.S. Army, stated that “‘the development 
program is progressing according to plan and 
Wednesday’s achievement confirms the capabil- 
ity of the Patriot system in the ATM role.”

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Comprehensive Recycling Plan 
Proposed By Municipal Group 


Massachusetts should allocate funds to in- 
crease commuter rail service, repair roads and 
bridges, and develop a comprehensive recycling 
program to ease the burden on local landfills. 
These were among the policies adopted by the 
Massachusetts Municipal Associaton (MMA) at 
the organization’s Annual Meeting, held Novem- 
ber 6-8 in Boston. 

The MMA’s membership, comprised of local 
officials from all 351 municipalities in the Com- 
monwealth, adopted the policies during the 
three-day convention held at the Marriott Cop- 
ley Place Hotel. ‘“The Massachusetts Municipal 
Association strongly supports extending existing 
commuter rail lines,’’ stated the report from the 
Public Works and Transportation committee. 

The state should improve existing rail serv- 
ices by “coordinating bus and other transit pro- 
grams with commuter rail service’’ and by 
increasing the number of trips, the committee’s 
recommendations stated. The MMA also urged 

al governments to provide more parking at 

1 Chairman of the MMA mmittee on Mu 
nicipai and Regional Administi ation, said while 
the MMA will probably not sponsor any specific 
legislation on transportation, ‘‘they will support 
whatever bills are introduced.”’ 

“Things will show up in the transportation 
bond bill,’”’ Mahony said, adding increased com- 
muter rail service is a priority in the Merrimack 
Valley. “Congressman Chester Atkins has been 
behind a lot of this,’’ Mahony explained, ‘“‘he’s 
been working with several people, including 
(Lawrence Mayor) Kevin Sullivan and myself.”’ 

The goal, Mahony stated, ‘‘is to double the 
number of train trips each day.”’ Currently, four 
commuter trains run out of Lawrence each 
morning, and four more in the afternoon. ‘‘We 
don’t just want this for our commuters to Bos- 
ton,’’ Mahony added, ‘‘there’s a labor shortage 
up here, and we’d like to make it easier for peo- 
ple outside the area to get up here to work.”’ 

The Town Manager acknowledged rail service 
improvements will require ‘‘a lot of work on the 
tracks,”’ and he said the state and local commu- 
nities are at work trying to secure the necessary 
funds. 

The MMA supported state budget increases 
for the repair and replacement of local bridges, 
including plans for the installation of temporary 
bridges in locations ‘“‘where a bridge closing 
would impose a major burden on residents.”’ Lo- 
cal governments were urged to enforce bridge 
weight limits, and to lower said limits for older 
bridges. 

The continuing restrictions of Proposition 2*2 
have made road maintenance costs too prohib- 
itive for cities and towns, the MMA’s policy 
states. The state should provide ‘‘an equitable

allocation of funding for maintenance, repair 
and construction of roadways within the com- 
monwealth.”’ 

Mahony said “‘there should be a mechanism” 
for increasing allocations to cities and towns for 
road repair, but added there was nothing laid in 
concrete at this time. 

The growing problem of solid waste disposal 
should be rectified through “‘an aggressive pro- 
gram of recycling” in order to “‘decrease pres- 
sure on landfills and other disposal methods,”’ 
according to recommendations from the MMA’s 
Committee on Municipal and Regional Adminis- 
tration. 

Other positions adopted by the organization 
include pension reform for public employees. 
The MMA report said ‘Massachusetts law 
makes it possible, indeed, the law provides in- 
centives for healthy employees to receive per- 
manent disability benefits.’’ In order to correct 
disability rates estimated at 10 to 25 times great- 
er than that in the private sector, the state

urging the board to outlaw the ‘‘drinking 
and dancing”’ establishments in the LBD 
district. 

George Danneman, 52 Jenkins Road, 
returned to the public spotlight with his 
recommendations that all planned multi- 
family developments in the MU district 
be tied in with state affordable housing 
regulations. “It’s a concern of mine,”’ 
Danneman stated, “that these devel- 
opments be linked somehow to the affor- 
dable housing regulations.’’ 

Andover, Danneman continued, ‘‘does 
not need any multi-family housing that is 
not directly linked to the state affordable 
housing requirements. I’m not just talk- 
ing about condominiums, I’m also con- 
cerned with rental units.”’ 

With the town’s population ever-in- 
creasing, he added, a burden is being 
placed on the school system and other 
town services. Danneman also said he is 
concerned about the density of such pro- 
posed housing units. 

Hill noted she has discussed the con- 
cept of “inclusionary zoning” to provide 
the linkage Danneman referred to. The

_ Some Parents Say Programs Inadequate For Their Children 


The Andover public schools’ special education pro- 
grams fail to adequately instruct special needs chil- 
dren, some parents believe. 

“There are lots of changes that can be made to im- 
prove special education in Andover”’ stated Patricia 
Pakos, head of the Special Education Parents Action 
Committee (SPED PAC) and a member of the Chap- 
ter 766 study committee. 

Last week, the school committee discussed the find- 

ings of the 766 committee’s report, which calls for 
additional staffing and better structuring of local 
SPED programs. Kenneth R. Seifert, Superintendent 
of Schools, recommended the creation of nine new 
positions to augment the 89member system-wide 
SPED staff. 
_ The school committee will incorporate the report 
into its budgetary planning process for Fiscal Year 
1989, but Pakos pointed out “many of the (study’s) 
recommendations are not budget items, and they can 
be dealt with now.” 

Among these, Pakos remarked, ‘‘are issues of com- 
munication. There has to be better 
between parents and between parents a 
students, and between all three Th yhapter 766 re 
port also advised having SPED programs “‘better in 
tegrated within the school curriculum.”’ 

James Sciabarrasi, the father of two special-needs 
children, said parents had gone to the school commit- 
tee meeting expecting the board to ask specific ques- 
tions concerning the study’s findings, but he noted 
“that was not the case.” 

School committee members, Sciabarrasi com- 
mented, ‘‘weren’t prepared to make any recommen- 
dations on a specific level.”” The committee ‘may 
have been caught off-guard,” he said. ‘We had three 
pages of specific recommendations (from the re-

port),”’ Sciabarrasi continued, ‘“‘and we wanted to 
roeest if we could get some responses from them (the 
board).”’ 

Sciabarrasi said he believes ‘‘nothing’s going to im- 
prove right away,” and added he objected to the ‘‘un- 
settling’ manner in which the meeting was handled. 

One parent, who requested anonymity, assailed the 
school department for not doing enough for special 
needs students. ‘“There is so much going on that needs 
to come out,” the parent said, adding ‘‘the schools 
have programs, but they’re ‘one size fits all’—they 
aren’t suited to the child’s individual needs.”’ 

In many cases, the parent contended, the schools do 
not or cannot provide specific programs deemed nec- 
essary for a child. “‘Children are fit to pre-existing 
programs rather than designing programs for them.”’ 
In many cases, the parent continued, ‘‘the child’s pro- 
gress suffers as a result of being in the wrong pro- 
gram.”’

Pakos said she “understands budgetary con 
straints,”’ and noted “I don’t expect all the new posi- 
tions recommended by Dr. Seifert and the (766) 
Committee to be in the final budget.’ 

The Chapter 766 committee recommended the 
school department hire three learnng disability tu- 
tors, a speech/language therapist, a school psycholo- 
gist, two adjustment counselors and two liaisons, but 
Pakos admits ‘‘that’s what we’d like idealistically, but 
realistically I know we will get perhaps two or three 
new people.”

Susan Poore, School Committee chairman, said this 
week the committee will review the report’s recom- 
mendations thoroughly, but any staffing changes will 
have to wait until next year’s budget is implemented. 
“This won’t get done overnight,” Poore commented, 
“very often, it takes a full budget cycle to change 
things.” 

The committee will be able to take action to im- 
prove communication within the special education 
program before the next budget is ratified, Poore 
said. “‘We won’t turn our backs on the report,” she 
remarked. ‘‘It won’t get done tomorrow, but we will 
analyze it.”’ 

The school system, the chairman stated, will pro- 
vide for these children. ‘‘Not having the specific pro- 
gram the child needs is no excuse”’ she acknowledged. 
In many instances, Poore added, ‘“‘the child’s not pro- 
gressing may be something the school can control, or 
it may be something the school can’t control. if a child 
and a teacher get along like cats in a rain barrel, for 
example, no learning is going to take place.”’

Many Andover parents are urging the school con 
mittee to bring in an outside consultant to analyze the 
town’s SPED programs. As one parent put it, “‘having 
an objective person come in and say ‘are these kids 
making progress’ is the only way to get things 
changed. We’re not going to let this thing go. We’re 
trying to rattle their cages.” 

Poore advised parents to ‘‘make a formal proposal”’ 
to the board if they wish to see a SPED consultant 
hired. ‘“They should present to the committee their 
beliefs as to why one is necessary, and how it will 
improve the situation.”’

“If we 
absorb that and bite the bullet,’’ Poore commented, ‘‘at 
what point does it become to the detriment of other areas of 
the program we’re trying to provide for the children?” 

Poore suggested using a town reserve fund to cover the 
additional costs, thus keeping the remainder of the school 
budget intact. ‘“We’re being hit with unique situations over 
which we have no control,” she remarked. With special- 
needs schools having the leeway to further increase costs to 
towns, Poore added, ‘‘this will never stop. As time goes by, 
there will be more and more evidence of that shortfall.’’ 

Gerald Silverman, Selectmen Chairman, pointed out ‘“‘it 
is cheaper to send a kid to an Ivy League school than to 
send a child to a special education facility. The costs are 
becoming outrageous,”’ 


‘‘we will never have a good winter,’’ but acknowledged the 
department will have to work the additional expenses into 
future budgets. 

Town costs have been increasing as well, Mahony said, 
and it is only now that ‘‘we are beginning to see the full 
impact of 242 on services.”’ This year, Mahony pointed out, 
‘I have to put another police car in West Andover. With the 
Marriott out there, and all the other new development, one 
car is no longer enough.”’ 


Another cost increase that could drain the town’s finan- 
cial well is school transportation. Kenneth Seifert, Superin- 
tendent of Schools, said the issue of busing children to 
school is a community problem. ‘“The school system has to 
provide transportation for the town’s children.

The school bus drivers’ contract expires this year, and 
the superintendent said transportation costs will increase 
sharply. The extra money, he said, could come from a joint 
emergency account.

Town Residents Salute Veterans ey

In November 1967, Joseph Candiano died. He was 19. 
Almost two years later, Warren Deyermond died. He was 
just about to turn 21. 

Both young men were the victims of war. That is was 
Vietnam doesn’t matter; that they were from Andover isn’t 
really important. The approximately 30 civilian and 25 
military people who turned out for the town’s Veterans Day 
observances last Wednesday were there to commemorate 
the sacrifices of Candiano, Deyermond and men and women 
like them. 

“Today is the day for remembering...It’s a time to reflect 
upon those who put their lives on the line for America,”’ said 
U.S. Air Force Major Janie Maddox in her eulogy at 
Ballardvale Green. ‘““That makes 40 million reasons we’re 
here.”’ 

Maddox said more than 40 million Americans have served 
in wars since the Revolutionary War. 

“As long as we have such people, we will be blessed with 
freedom,” she said. ‘““To all American veterans, we are 
eternally grateful. We remember and salute you.” 

Maddox’ eulogy came toward the end of all-morning 
town-wide Vets Day ceremonies that attracted a 
considerable group despite the early snow and cold. 

“It’s very heartwarming to see this many people here, to 
see that people still have fond memories of him,” said 
Calvin Deyermond, Jr., brother of Warren.C. Deyermond, 
Army spec. 4, who was killed by enemy fire in Vietnam. The 
Deyermonds are the sons of Calvin C. Deyermond of Salem, 
N.H. and Theresa Deyermond of Malden. 

Calvin Deyermond was at the ball field at the corner of 
Chandler and Ledge roads Wednesday dedicating the field 
to his brother. 

“Anybocy that knew my brother knows that this is 
appropriate; he was active in sports,’’ Deyermond said. 
Warren, or Buster, as he was better known, played football 
and was co-captain of his Andover High School baseball 
team in his senior year. 

His yearbook photo shows a beaming face under closely- 
cropped hair. The words used to describe him in the caption 
are “unpredictable...mischievous at times...entertaining in 
class...always smiling....future plans include college and 
teaching.” 

He went to Northern Essex Community College and then 
enlisted in the Army in April 1968. Before he died in Cam- 
Lo-Valley a little more than a year later, he was wounded 
twice and earned the Purple Heart, the Bronze Star, an 
Army commendation medal, Vietnam service medals and 
awards for military merit and good conduct. 

“Let us hope...that never again will we have to dedicate a 
field to someone who lost his life in a war,” said Board of 
Selectmen Chairman Gerald H. Silverman at the 


dedication. 

The plaque at the entrance to the Deyermond Memorial 
Field ends with the inscription ‘Lest We Forget.” 

Apparently, Andover residents hadn’t. ‘‘(The ceremony) 
was great,”’ said Deyermond’s cousin, state trooper James 
Deyermond. “It was a good turnout.” 

Family and friends were at tne dedication, so were 
families of friends, like Robert and Barbara Henderson, 
whose daughter went to Andover High with Deyermond. 

For the survivors, life is silent suffering. “It’s the 
aftermath you don’t hear about,”’ said the Rev. Joseph 
Candiano, whose son was killed 20 years ago this month, 
adding that the young soldier would have returned home in 
three months. “I’m sure the parents of all these boys put it 
in the back of their mind so you can go on with your lives. 
But you never forget. And it brings tragedy. 

“It’s too bad that men and women have to get killed. 
Freedom isn’t free, is it?’’ he said. 

Candiano was one of six men to die in Vietnam. Their 
names, along with four who died in the Korean War, are 
listed on a memorial plaque in Ballardvale Green. 

“Andover was one of the earliest to get one,”’ said former 
Town Manager and World War II vet Richard Bowen, who 
pushed to have the green dedicated to servicemen in the 
late 1970s. 

But Veterans Day is for all veterans—the soldiers who 
have survived war, along with those who have not, Maddox 
said. ‘“‘There’s a lot of people we should recognize,” she 
said. 

Those men and women were honored all day in the 
Deyermond Field, on the green and in Spring Grove 
Cemetery with hymns, prayers, wreath-placing and 
volleys. The Greater Lawrence Musicians’ Union Local 372 
and the West Junior High School band and choir gave their 
versions of the national anthem and hymns like ‘‘God Bless 
America.”” Roland Blanchard, a piper with Clan 
McPherson, played ‘‘Amazing Grace’”’ at the green. 

Throughout the day, a few people were constants: John C. 
Doherty, a former Army captain and Vietnam vet, was 
master of ceremonies; Army Chaplain Major Robert W. 
Eldridge was on hand at two of the three ceremonies; the 
American Legion, Veterans of Foreign Wars and the 
Andover Police Department firing party provided the 
volleys; Andover High’s Steven DeVoir played ‘‘Taps’’; and 
George Milne, commander of VFW Post 2128, and Clarence 
Johnson, commander of American Legion Post 8, placed 
wreaths at all three sites. 

Bowen designed the program that guided participants 
through the events of the day. The program’s cover shows

A Spirited Renewal 


As we approach the happy holiday season, we gener- 
ally give this space over to the more pleasant things in 
life, and what better way to begin the season than by 
issuing some commentary on the renewal of the And- 
over vs. North Andover football rivalry which will 
take place this Saturday afternoon at the Eugene V.

But, there is the thought that this particular game 
takes on the aura of the old traditional rivalry where 
anything can and may happen. There is little doubt 
that many of the young men who will be suiting up for 
Saturday’s encounter are unaware of the tradition the 
game holds for many people, either having moved 
here from other areas of the country or unaware of 
such things as Punchard High and Johnson High, as 
the schools once were known. 

It’s been a long time since the two schools met on 
the ‘fieid of friendly strife.’ The rivalry was cut short 
by population increases in the two communities, with 
North Andover lagging behind Andover’s growth, plus 
a change in membership in football conferences for 
the two schools. 


But, in the years that the ‘Turkey Day Classic’ was 
predominantly played at the Playstead, because North 
Andover didn’t have the facilities to accommodate the 
game, there was a battle to get good position to watch 
the action on the field. 

There were holiday mornings when the cold rain 
came down in sheets, yet the stand on both sides were 
filled, borrowed bleachers were stacked with blan- 
keted rooters and the sidelines were packed five and 
six deep with people wallowing in the mud. 

And enjoying every minute of action. 


The series has not been without its eventful circum- 
stances, such as during the 1940’s when the late Bob 
Sullivan was captain of the Johnson (North Andover) 
team and had led the squad to an undefeated season 
and a sure bet to pulverize Punchard. 

A sudden snow storm inundated the area making 
play physically impossible, but on the Saturday follow- 
ing the holiday, Capt. Sullivan and team had to be 
halted en route to Andover over Route 125 with the 


team, sans equipment to meet Punchard and capture 
the perfect season. 


It was that type of feeling that has epitomized this 
series over the years. 

And, although its resumption is only guaranteed for 
this year and next, it is to be hoped that some way can 
be found to keep the rivalry going. 


Both teams have more at stake than just a win and 
shouting rights, since both are still in the running for 
post-season Super Bowl berths. 

But, basically, this Saturday represents a spirited 
renewal of a pleasant rivalry between a couple of close 
communities which hopefully will continue.

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Report 


To Andover

The citizen referendum process whereby laws 
or the state constitution can be amended on the 
ballot is one of democracy’s most important 
safeguards. Perhaps you have been approached 
to sign a petition to ban prison furloughs for first 
degree murderers, to shut down nuclear power 
plants, to reduce taxes or to 
limit the legislative session to 
six months. 

Among these issues, the least 
likely to affect your life is the 
length of the legislative ses- 
sion. As one Andover voter told 
me, “Why should I care how 
the politicians arrange their 
schedule?”’ Nonetheless, the 
six-month issue has become a 
public policy issue worthy of 
debate. It is also of personal interest because 
time and experience have changed my vote on 


the issue from ‘“‘no”’ to ‘‘yes.’’ The notion of a 
constitutional six-month limit to the session has 
been around for several years. Until recently, I 


have traditionally voted ‘‘no”’ when the matter 
is raised in the Legislature. Along with a majori- 
ty of my colleagues, I felt there were several 
compelling reasons to keep the system as is, 
with no session limitation. First and foremost, it 
is necessary that the legislative branch exist as 
an equal partner with the executive and judicial 
branches which do not shut down for six months. 
What mischief could the Governor and adminis- 
tration cook up while we were out of session? 
What brakes on executive power would then ex- 
ist? 

Equally important, I argued, is the fact that 
the state certainly has enough problems (and 8,- 
000 bills a year to address these problems) to 
warrant 12 months of formal session. Environ- 
mental problems, education, housing, crirne, 
economic development, health care and social 
services are too complicated for quickie solu- 
tions. Whose problems and whose interests will 
get left out if we adjourn in July? 

While there is some validity to these argu- 
ments, the fact is that the Legislature needs the 
discipline that the six-month session may im- 
pose. Contrary to those government-haters who 
want a limited session so we can do “less dam- 
age,”’ I advocate a limited session to break the 
political paralysis that results in constant delays 
and postponements on any issue that remotely 
offends some special interest group. Increasing- 
ly, I see the Legislature’s inability to accomp!- 
ish a goal without a crisis or deadline. 

Garbage piles up, prisons overflow, open 
space is developed, pension liabilities increase 
and auto insurance rates go up, but we will deal 
with it ‘“‘next month” because some group is un- 
happy and there is always more time for com- 
promise in the endless session. 

The fact is that Massachusetts has the longest 
formal sessions of any state in the U.S. What 
occurs with a limited session in other states 
would happen here; special sessions would be 
called by the Governor or a majority of Legis- 
lators for the purpose of dealing with a single 
important bill. This would be a boon to citizens 
who would know that both the House and Senate 
are dealing with one issue during a set time. 
Presently an issue may be passed by the Senate, 
but the House will wait months for action or 
vice-versa. The process is so complicated that 
citizens can rarely follow who to contact when. 

The bottom line is that many legislators fear

In Andover, substance abuse hyperbole continues 
unabated. The most recent illustration came during a 
selectmen’s meeting where the results of a “‘study’’— 
and I use the term loosely—were presented. It was 
concluded that substance abuse was one of Andover’s 
problems and apathetic parents were a contributing 
factor 


Parental apathy is a very serious accusation. If in- 
deed it does exist at all, it is important to understand 
the context of parental ‘‘apathy.’’ Let’s consider the 
extent of drug abuse in this country and the trends 
evidenced by the past seven or eight years. 

A.P. Weisman came clean, cold turkey, in his com- 
pelling article in the Oct. 6, 1986, issue of The New 
Republic magazine about the euphoria journalists ex- 
perience when writing about drugs. After explaining 
how he and other journalists duped the public about 
drug use levels in order to sell magazines, Weisman 
summarized the most recent drug use trends accord- 
ing to the National Institute on Drug Abuse, our gov- 
ernment’s most reliable source of information about 


drug abuse. 

Weisman wrote: ‘Based on NIDA’s figures for 1985, 
17 of all high school seniors have tried cocaine 
at least once in their life. That’s a whopping increase 
cuieicteas thd ehoaty Between 1982 and 1984, the 

pee iat, held steady at 16. An upward trend? Sor- 
ry. In 1981, 17 percent said they had tried the white 
stuff. Yes, the percentage did go up in 1985, but it has 
been hovering around the 16 percent mark for almost 
seven years. Wouldn’t it be more accurate to refer to 
the '84 to ’85 increase as a fluctuation? If we were 
talking about the stock market, would a 1 percent in- 
crease four years after a 1 percent decrease and a 
three-year period of stability be cover-story material? 
Not on your life....” 

Other journalists, public policy makers and scien- 
tists corroborated journalistic addiction. Their re- 
ports are readily available in the Andover library. 
Consider, for example, that young adults “‘...aged 18- 
25, those allegedly with too much money and few mor- 
al restraints, actually reduced current cocaine use 


from 9.3 perecent in 1979 to 7.7 percent in 1985,” 
according to Arnold Trebach, author of The Great 
Drug War. We can debate the details of the NIDA data 
and argue, for example, that in some categories alco- 
hol use has increased: alcohol use during the past 
year is up 1 percent since 1980. However, we also 
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know that deaths due to driving drunk have de- 
creased. Deaths due to drunken driving peaked in 1970 
at 47 per 100,000 and bottomed in 1983 at the lowest 
rate in history of 35 per 100,000. All involved in this 
effort should be highly commended. 

To suggest, as did Selectman Charles Wesson, that 
substance abuse is the biggest issue he has encoun- 
tered in public life ignores totally the omnipresent 
threat of AIDS, nuclear annihilation, cardiovascular 
disease, cancer, poverty, domestic violence and child 
abuse. Public life can be very isola indeed. 

In the absence of a drug abuse “epidemic,” the ab- 
solute level of drug use remains a serious problem 
and very real concern. Substance abuse risks tragic 
consequences. Nevertheless, people of all ages know 
someone who has tried an illicit drug and lived to tell. 
These individuals range from U.S. Supreme Court 
nominees to presidential candidates. In calling for 
more calm and reason, I risk being misperceived as 
an apologist for drug abusers. No thoughtful person 
would encourage drug abuse. I am not now nor ever 
have been in favor of psychoactive drug abuse. It is 
important to recognize—and this is why I have decid- 
ed to take the risk—that there is no situation so bad 
that we cannot make it worse. 

We cannot afford to disenfranchise generations of

our youth, not to mention their parents, because fear encouraged us 
to mislead them with exaggerated information which they readily 
understand as unrealistic and without relevance. Hysteria and hy- 
perbole only serve to reduce the credibility of ‘‘authority.’’ Dimin- 
ished credibility leads to—you guessed it—apathy and indifference 
on one hand and revolution on the other. We all know about the boy 
who cried wolf once too often. Dramatic cries of spreading drug 
plagues have echoed more than once too often in the face of reliable 
evidence to the contrary. The primary benefactors of the 1986-87 
drug abuse media blitz are urine analysis laboratories and in-pa- 
tient drug treatment programs. Many of these secure programs 
diagnosed and admitted young people who did not have drug abuse 
problems; falsely imprisoned, these individuals have won law suits 
or received handsome settlements as a result of over-zealous clini- 
cians who tried to fill treatment slots at the encouragement of par- 
ents who feel out of control. 

Now we are asked to rally in response to the conclusions offered in 
a new study of 30 Andover residents that ‘‘there is concern about 
how parents raise their kids.’’ I have news for you: most parents 
always have been concerned about how they raise their kids; in fact, 
some have expressed more concern about how other parents raise 
their kids than about how they raise their own children. 

The alleged study suggests that Andover has a substance abuse 
problem. The implicit message of this study is that Andover has a 
drug problem that is worse than other communities and that it is 
worse because parents in Andover are apathetic and morally bank- 
rupt. The suggestion that more community involvement will solve 
this problem is overly simplistic. The history of intoxicant abuse is 
more than 7,000 years old; community participation has not ended 
drug use. National prohibition—how is that for community involve-

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Saturday Renewal Sparks Memories

Bucky Dalton admits he has “mixed feelings’ about 
Saturday’s renewal of the North Andover-Andover foot- 
ball rivalry. Dalton was co-captain of the Andover High 
Blue Devils (nee Golden Warriors) when they beat North 
Andover, 21-7, in 1956. But now, he lives in North Andover, 
and his son, John, plays for the Scarlet Knights.

ken into the locker room at Punchard High the 
night before the big game in an attempt to steal 
tickets. The attempt, reportedly, failed. 

Around this time, North Andover joined the 
Greater Lowell League, known today as the 
Merrimack Valley Conference, and the two 
towns, along with Methuen, became fierce ri- 
vals. Each year, a “Little Three” cup was 
awarded to the team which beat the other two 
schools. 

The Second World War brought upon lean 
times for Punchard High, and Johnson consis- 
tently beat up on the Andover teams. On Novem- 
ber 26, 1943, North Andover pounded Andover 31- 
0 in a season which Johnson High lost but one 
game. 

In 1946, the Townsman penned an editorial 
just before the Thanksgiving game complaining 
of a “lack of support” for Punchard football. 
More people turned out to see North Andover, 
but Punchard lost again, 21-13. 

Punchard bounced back in 1948, taking the 
“Little Three” trophy by beating Johnson, 12-7. 
During the 1950s, both towns—especially And- 
over—began to grow. The influx of postwar set- 
tlers gave Punchard a talent pool that began to 
dominate the neighbors to the north. 


In 1958, Andover began its thirteen-year un- 
beaten streak against North Andover with a 24-8 
victory. A touchdown reception by wide receiver 
Dick Bourdelais sealed the 1960 contest, 18-8, 
and by 1970, when Andover downed North And- 
over, 21-7, there was growing talk about bring- 
ing an end to the now one-sided series.

In 1968 federal law changed the holiday to 
the fourth Monday in October, ‘“‘but there 
was so much conflict among veterans over 
what Nov. 11 meant that in ’78 it was re- 
versed. 

“As far as veterans were concerned, we 
felt that Nov. 11, Armistice Day, was some- 
thing close; it was the end of World War I. 
President Eisenhower formally made it Vet- 
erans Day of all wars. We were very ad- 
amant about that,’’ Norman said. “It’s 
representative of all veterans, not just nec- 
essarily the people that died. It’s for all the 
people that protected this country.”’ 

That’s a lot for a bunch of elementary kids 


to swallow, isn’t it? Yes, says Norman, but 
added he tries to make his speech (titled 
Known Only to God”’ after the unknown 


soldiers buried in Arlington) interesting for 
the students. All of the kids at West—ap- 
proximately 800 of them—gathered around 
the flagpole and sang and read holiday-re- 
lated songs and essays. The fourth graders 
bought Norman a carnation wreath for the 
event. 

Norman’s proud of his military affilia- 
tions, which seem to run in his family. His 
father and wife were in the Navy, and two of 
his eight children are in the Army. After 22 
years with the Navy, Norman retired in 
1962. “‘But I’m still tried and true,” he said. 
He said he joined the Navy for the education 
it provided. 

‘It’s a great life—the travel, the train- 
ing,” he said. “I still say it’s the best 
(branch of the military ).’’ 

As for his time in the wars, Norman has 
little to say of them. ‘‘I don’t brag about 
them,”’ he says. “I was there. I did my job. I 
was glad I was able to come home. It’s not a 
movie; it’s reality, and reality is a hard 
thing.’’ 

That’s the message Norman tries to get 
across in his talks with students. He’s in the 
process of getting an animated film put out 
by the VFW. ‘“There’s a lack of patriotism 
and understanding of what all these things 
are about,” he said. 

And he’s also trying to ensure that the 
VFW’s membership keeps going up. ‘‘We 
need the younger people because the World 
War II veterans are starting to pass on. 
We’re not young anymore.”’

ment?—did not end alcohol abuse. There are sit- 
uations where well intended social policies and 
programs actually increase social problems 
rather than reduce them. Patients in my prac- 


tice regularly report that television advertise- 
ments intended to reduce or prevent cocaine use 
stimulate their desire for the drug. 


Under some conditions, interviews with 30 
carefully selected sources could reflect a cross- 
section of our community. My sources reveal 
that this sample was selected without scientific 
care. These 30 sources offer little more than se- 


lected opinion. Conclusions based on feelings 
should be considered little more than specula- 
tion and tender nothing more than food for 
thought. Presented in the face of conflicting evi- 
dence that is available to everyone, findings 


such as these do little more than diminish scien- 
tific credibility and increase public apathy. 
Indifference is an appropirate response to irre- 
levance. The solution to apathy is neither social 
blame nor political manipulation. Honesty still 
is the best social policy. Just ask the boy who 
cried wolf.

Municipal Workers Being Asked 
To Join In Smokeout Campaign

Today is the 11th Annual Great Ameri- 
can Smokeout, and in Andover, the De- 
partment of Public Health is making a 
concentrated effort to get town employ- 
ees to quit the nicotine habit. 

“We are targeting town hall and school 
administration workers this year, along 
with members of the police and fire de- 
partments’’ said Everett Penney, Direc- 
tor of Public Health. 

While many towns and businesses are 
regulating smoking these days, Penney 
commented ‘‘we are going beyond that.”’ 
In addition to providing smoking areas 
at the town municipal complex, the de- 
partment of health is conducting educa- 
tional programs ‘‘to motivate behavioral 
changes in smokers.”’ 

Last week, Penney noted, a machine 
vas set up in the town hall lobby to mea- 

amounts of Carbon Monoxide (Ct 

1 a person’s exhaled breath. ‘‘Smokers 
have a high carbon monoxide level,” 
Penney explained, ‘‘which means their 
oxygen gets tied up inside them.”’ 

According to the American Cancer So- 
ciety, inhaling too much CO ‘“‘prevents 
your blood from absorbing the proper 
amount of oxygen,” causing a number of 
health disorders.

While the average nonsmoker will 
have a CO level of between one and five 
parts of CO parts per million (PPM) ex- 
haled, smokers average between 40 and 
45 PPM carbon monoxide. The CO test, 
Penney said, ‘“‘shows dramatically the 
difference between smokers and non- 
smokers, encouraging smokers to quit.” 
He added “‘it only takes about five to sev- 
en days’’ without a cigarette for the per- 
son’s CO levels to return to a ‘‘safe”’ 
(less than 10 PPM) level. 

While lung cancer remains the prima- 
ry health concern associated with smok- 
ing, emphysema and other lung and 
heart-related diseases are more good 
reasons to mutilate your Marlboros and 
crush your Kools. 

‘Smokers’ survival kits’ will be hand- 
ed out today to all smoking town employ 
ees. The packets include informational 
pamphlets on the effects of smoking, hov 
to quit—for more than a day—and as- 
sorted stickers, wrist bands and candies 
to give moral support to the would-be 
former smoker. 

Penney said the Smokeout program 
has been undertaken largely this year by 
Sandy Calabro, a University of Lowell 
senior majoring in Health Education.

‘“‘We would not have been able to do all 
this without her,’’ he commented. 

The Public Health Director said the 
town does not plan to ban smoking in 
public restaurants or buildings at this 
time, commenting ‘“‘I’d like to leave this 
up to the individual restaurant owners.” 
But, he added, the health department 
will ‘‘vigorously enforce’”’ any new state 


legislation pronmipiting the sale of ciga- 
rettes to minors. 

“We'll send people out to the conve- 
nience stores and our inspectors will in- 
clude that as part of their sanitary code 
inspections.’’ Present regulations 
against selling to minors are ‘“‘very poor- 
ly enforced,” Penney stated. ‘“‘We intend 
to enforce it here.”’
